Ottawa, July 7.—In the discussion 
on the franchise bill in the house on 
Saturday, J. A. Maharg declared that

He had not suspected 
anything so drastic, 

“The viciousness of the War Time 
Election Act,” he said, ‘pales into in- 
significance beside this one.” 

There might be some reason for the 
the War Times Election Act because 
{t came into being during the war 
Period when direct legislation was ne- 
cessary but the excuse did not hold 
gcood at the present. It wae fortunate 
that the bill before the house applied 
only to one.or two by-elections, If 
{t were a regular franchise bill, he 
Would oppose it with all the power 
which he could obtain. 

It was said, Mr. Maharg, showing 
& wrong spirit to disfranchise some of 
thowe aliens to which the bill refused 


the vote. The effort in the west was 
to try to bring the races together 
so that they might be assimilated. 


This bill certainly would not aid in 
that. There would be great opposi- 
tion to !t in Saskatchewan. 

Unjust to Many Persons. 

J. FB. Johnston, Last Mountain, took 
the ground that the bill would work 
lan injustice to q@ great number of per- 
ons.
